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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

In response to applicant's amendment filed 1/23/03, claims 1-43 have been 
canceled and claims 44-79 added. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 45-48, 50-52,55, 58-61 , 65, 68, 70-79 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Applicant recites a "re-phase layer" in these claims, but none was disclosed 
in the originally-filed specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 44, 53, 57, 66 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated 
by Shin (5,753,941). Shin et al discloses the claimed invention. Note figure 2 which 
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illustrates a substrate (30), a first mirror (32), an active region (34), a semiconductor 
mirror (36), an anti-phase layer (42), and an annular reflector(44).
